as  soon  as.  it  is  uttered.  A  small  appara¬ 
tus  is  placed  tin  the  mouth  of  the  speaker 
—in  contact  with  the  roof  of  his, mouth, 
his  tongue,  apd  lips— and  on  being  con¬ 
nected  with  an  electro- magnetic  fegister- 
ing  apparatus,  the  sounds  are  committed 
t*>  paper  It  is  constructed  in  such  a 
manner  as  not  to  cause  any  inconven¬ 
ience  to  the  speaker;  neither  is  it  necessary 
that  the  voice  should  be  raised,  as  it  re¬ 
produces  a  whisj>er  as  exactly  as  a  shout; 
the  only  condition  is  a  correct  and  dis¬ 
tinct  articulation.  According  to  the  in¬ 
ventor's  calculation,  it  will  be  possible  to 
write  four  or  pve  times  as  fast  by  means 
of  the  glossogyaph  as  has  hitherto  been 
possible  even  iby  the  quickest  writer  At 
first  sight  it  appears  as  if  this  invention 
was  but  an  improvement  upon  Edison's 
phonograph;  lit  is,  however,  of  A  much 
older  date.  It  rests  unlike  tho  former, 
on  an  acoustic  principle,  and  doe^  not  re¬ 
produce  the  Jsounds  in  a  microscopical 
form  The  chief  obstacle  to  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  the  gloS.M»graph  will  be  the  diffi¬ 
culty  in  deciphering  the  characters;  but 
it  is  not  impossible  that  with  the  help  of 
a  second  automatic  apparatus  the  char¬ 
acters  produced  by  the  glossograph  may 
be  translated  into  our  common  type- writ¬ 
ing.  The  orthography  would  doubtless 
appear  strangle,  but  in  these  4a>’8  of 
phonetic  spelling  this  might  not  long  be
